In 1903, Bo3 * ahaja Intelhlopeila described the medical facilities 
of laldilcAew* ASSB In sene ten voids, "Dispensary vith four bade, ^ 
two dootoi'S, two raraeon's aaslstanta, and one bed for natemlty uee. 

Much prograas has ben aa&e since then, and today a medium sized hol- 
khoz — for axa^lo the Megraa Kolkhoz — has better health facilities 
than the vhole Sepnblle had kj years ago. 

c A very satisfactory report on oedlcal facilities in this ASSB vaa 
made part of ths oelebratlors of tha annlvereary of the Great Octobe'** 
Bevolntlcn. Today there are 19 aanlclpal and, rural hospitals and f^ 
mtemlty hones, with a total of 557 beds. In addition, there ars 6 
ayibulatory dlspenearles and polyclinics, 7 malaria and tropical disease 
stotlouB, 3 sanitation epidemiological stations, 6 dermato-venereal 
dispensaries aid atatlone, 5 gyneco-pedlatrlcal consultation offices, 
iJi- henes for Infants* oars, several nedloal facilities for students, 17 
rural ambulatory dispensaries, hS surgeon's assistants and obbtetrical 
stations, aid ^ trachiaiatoBlB statlone. There eae also l8 apothecary 
points to service the various medical facilities, ASSB populations aleo 
have epeoialUed did. All these Institutions are operated by Il6 doc- 
tors and 353 aure?ecn*8 assistants, mldvlves, and nurses. The 19^9 
btdget for nodical aid aid servlceo will be approxina^ely 13 rllllan 
rubles . 

Since Makhiohevan* ASSB Is primarily an agrlciatural state, It 
Is natural that the bee» eedloal aid shouJd found In rural cosaimnitlsB 
Tlr!s, all the laxHs koUdiozee and Aovkhocee, such as HogrooL, Sadarak, 
Tajd^M, Tanaid, Klvrag, Abrakunls, Dzhagry, Aza, Phraga, and others, 
have excellent medical facilities* 
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Th© ^Yi©t reign liroufilit with it a olliaiiiat'ion of 

trabhcam, aisd other dlseasee caused hy hebnliithfl. Muck has 
aocoBipllBhed to decrease the number of people suffering f rom lOThas 
and auiiar i a .
